THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 


Mr,  Chairmans  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1969= 

The  Rural  District  of  Forehoe  and  Henstead  covers  69 ^ 335  acres  and 
had  an  estimated  mid-year  population  of  33,700,  an  increase  of  880  persons  over 
the  previous  year. 

Fortunately,  and  also  it  should  be  noted,  largely  due  to  the  excellent 
services  executed  by  the  Council’s  staff,  no  great  public  health  calamity  over- 
took us  during  the  year  under  review.  However,  as  100^  efficiency  is  never 
achieved  in  any  form  of  human  enterprise,  the  small  percentage  of  error  which 
seems  inevitable  could  possibly  cause  more  disaster  in  the  field  of  Public 
Health  than  any  other  every  day  enterprise.  In  this  respect  the  number  of 
cases  of  typhoid  contracted  overseas  and  returning  to  this  country  to  be 
diagnosed  and  treated  immediately  springs  to  mind.  The  comparatively  long 
delay  between  being  infected  by  disease  producing  agents  and  the  evidence  of 
their  ill  effects  appearing  could  equally  well  apply  to  many  other  dangerous 
infections  common  in  other  countries  but  practically  unknown  for  many  years  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  The  ever  increasing  volume  of  speedy,  long  distance  travel 
would  appear  to  make  their  importation  into  this  country  inevitable. 

Typhoid  is  spread  through  the  agency  of  food  and  drink  from  the  bowels 
of  an  infected  person  to  innocent  consumers.  Perhaps  the  weakest  link  in  the 
chain  of  transmission  is  that  the  culprit  may  feel  and  appear  quite  healthy. 

If  we  now  turn  to  Table  14  - ’Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases',  without 
diseases  attributable  to  infections  of  the  bowel  (dysentery  and  food  poisoning), 
the  numbers  of  infections  notified  would  be  far  less.  If  we  add  to  this  the 
fact  that  one  of  the  commonest  complaints  encountered  is  diarrhoea  a very  large 
percentage  of  which  is  undoubtedly  due  to  infected  food  but  never  notified,  it 
will  be  appreciated  how  far  we  still  have  to  go  before  preventive  methods  are 
fully  effective. 

One  of  the  greatest  problems  in  present  day  Public  Health  is  to  know 
how  to  strengthen  these  weak  links  of  control  so  that  no  break-down  can  or 
will  occur.  The  two  greatest  defences  of  public  health  control,  clean  water 
supply  and  efficient  sewage  disposal,  have  their  own  weak  links  and  are  not 
yet  universal  throughout  the  country.  Another  all-important  public  health 
control,  namely,  refuse  disposal,  constantly  threatens  to  be  overwhelmed  by 
public  demand.  Even  were  this  to  come  about  the  consequences  would  be  nothing 
compared  with  the  flood  tide  of  uncontrolled  industrial  waste  which  is  looming 
up  in  the  rapidly  advancing  future. 


We  in  the  Public  Health  Department  make  constant  endeavours 
towards  the  solution  and  improvement  of  all  these  problems,,  This 5 in 
one  respect  is  an  endeavour  to  by-pass  the  factor  of  the  weakness  of  hxnnan 
nature  so  that  the  human  race  is  spared  what  would  be  the  natural  consequences 
of  its  own  ineptitude. 

Far  from  satisfactory  in  my  experience  are  some  aspects  of  food 
handling.  Not  only  is  the  washing  of  hands  too  often  haphazard  (and  how  many 
handling  cold  cooked  meats  etc,,  for  public  consumption  bother  to  scrub  their 
fingernails  regularly?),  but  also  raw  meat  potentially  contaminated  with  disease 
carrying  germs  which  would  normally  be  rendered  harmless  in  cooking  are  allowed 
to  contaminate  preparation  tables  of  cooked  food  ready  for  consumption.  Also, 
it  should  be  added,  they  are  sometimes  not  cooked  sufficiently  to  kill  off 
bacteria  which  may  be  lurking  deep  down.  The  faulty  defrosting  and  cooking 
of  chickens  is  a well  recognised  source  of  bowel  infection. 

All  food  handlers  in  the  public  sector  should  have  a first  class  knowledge 
of  food  hygiene  and  a well  developed  conscience  in  applying  it.  Little  can  be 
done  by  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department  except  to  see  that  necessary 
facilities  are  provided  and  give  instructions  for  their  use.  The  proper  execution 
must  come  from  within  the  industry  itself  and  is  an  urgent  necessity. 

On  a happier  theme  it  will  be  noted  also  from  Table  14  that  the  number 
of  notified  cases  of  measles  is  very  much  diminished.  It  is  perhaps  too  early 
to  be  certain  that  this  is  the  consequence  of  the  new  vaccine,  but  it  would 
seem  reasonable  to  implicate  its  beneficial  effect. 

The  small  fall  in  the  number  of  births  for  the  year  may  be  due  to  the 
use  of  the  contraceptive  pill.  My  own  impression  is  that  contraceptive  guidance 
and  help  is  not  yet  as  easily  available  as  it  should  be  and  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births  still  occurring  would  seem  to  support  this. 

On  my  previous  theme  of  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  from  abroad, 
it  is  a disquieting  fact  that  only  about  half  the  children  under  5 years  of  age 
are  being  notified  as  having  been  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  It  is  possible 
that  not  all  children  being  protected  are  being  notified,  but  I suspect  that 
all  too:>  many  parents  have  been  lulled  into  a sense  of  false  security  which  we 
should  do  everything  possible  to  dispel. 

Dealing  with  the  problem  of  protecting  children's  teeth  by  the 
fluoridation  of  water  supplies  has  met  opposition  at  local  government  level 
from  two  districts  in  Area  5=  This  has  occurred  in  spite  of  irrefutable  evidence 
of  the  beneficial  effects  and  harmlessness  from  international  experts  covering 
a period  of  many  years.  One  had  hoped  for  more  understanding  of  the  problem 
of  preventive  medicine  as  far  as  the  general  public  was  concerned  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  of  these  Councils  and  greater  faith  in  the  integrity  of  expert 
advice  at  a National  level.

Spurious  arguments,  all  of  which  have  been  ably  refuted  by  the 
experts,  have  nevertheless  been  supported  eagerly,  often  by  otherwise 
reasonable  and  intelligent  people.  It  is  disappointing  that  genuine  evidence 
could  not  be  differentiated  from  ingenious  opposition,  leading  to  a decision 
which  would  do  great  disservice  to  the  promotion  of  public  health  unless  it  is 
reversed  at  the  National  level. 

I am  happy  that  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  Forehoe  and  Henstead 
demonstrated  their  mature  responsibility  by  voting  in  favour  of  fluoridation 
of  public  water  supplies. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  never  failing  interest  and  constructive  support  in  all  matters 
appertaining  to  the  health  of  the  District. 

It  also  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  commend  the  Health  Inspector  and 
members  of  his  staff  for  the  excellent  work  and  the  happy  relationship  they 
have  maintained  with  me  throughout  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  area -was  covered  by  mains  supplies  under  the  control  of  the 
Norwich  Corporation,  Wymondham  Urban  District  Council  and  Mitford  and 
Launditch  and  Wayland  Rural  District  Councils.  Three  of  these  supplies 
are  from  deep  bores  and  the  other  from  river  water.  Routine  examination 
of  samples  by  the  Water  Authorities  have  proved  satisfactory.  During  the 
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year  the  recently  set  up  new  Water  Boards  began  to  take  over  and  the 
area  will  eventually  be  covered  by  the  South  Norfolk  Water  Board  and 
the  Norwich  Water  Authorityo  There  was  no  serious  disruption  of  water 
supplies  during  the  ycar-o  In  the  case  of  private  wells,  33  samples 
were  taken  mainly  for  bacteriological  examination  and  informal  action 
resulted  in  remedial  works  or  alternative  satisfactory  supplies  in  the 
10  cases  where  the  existing  supply  was  found  to  be  unfit.

DRAINAGE 0 SEWERAGE  AND  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  responsibility  for  public  sewerage  schemes  comes  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  his  report  deals  with  this 
section,, 


Generally  speaking,  there  has  been  no  serious  increase  in  complaints 
of  nuisance  from  drainage  discharging  into  open  ditches,  ponds  etCo,  but  in- 
formal action  was  necessary  in  several  cases  including  assistance  in  the 
cleaning  out  of  a parish  pond. 

The  building  development  in  certain  parishes  where  there  are  no 
sewerage  schemes  has  again  given  rise  to  complaints  of  overflowing  cesspools 
and  there  is  unfortunately  very  little  that  can  be  done  to  alleviate  this 
trouble  other  than  the  regular  emptying  of  cesspools o 

Complaints  are  received  from  time  to  time  of  nuisance  from  smell 
arising  from  sewage  treatment  works  and  it  would  appear  that  there  is  room 
here  for  further  investigation  into  the  possibility  of  installing  some  kind 
of  deodorant  system^  Difficulty  has  arisen  in  connection  with  the  disposal 
of  sewage  sludge  which,  unless  this  can  be  immediately  ploughed  into  farm 
land,  can  result  in  serious  nuisance.  In  order  to  abate  as  far  as  possible 
this  type  of  nuisance,  a system  of  sludge  removal  by  tanker  and  disposal  in 
isolated  spots  has  been  adopted.  The  question  of  installing  a sludge  press 
has  been  under  consideration  but  at  the  moment  the  high  cost  involved  has  not 
allowed  this  to  proceed  very  far. 

The  Cesspool  Emptying  Service  was  fully  engaged  during  the  year,  in 
fact,  the  heavy  calls  on  the  service  resulted  in  delay  at  certain  times 
despite  the  great  deal  of  overtime  worked.  It  is  anticipated  however,  that 
the  completion  of  the  Mulbarton,  Swardeston  and  Braconash  Sewerage  Scheme 
will  definitely  result  in  an  overall  reduction  in  this  section  of  the  work 
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in  spite  of  the  fact  that  additional  properties  with  cesspool  drainage 
are  being  added  all  the  time  in  parishes  where  there  are  no  sewerage 
schemes o The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  continues  to  create 
difficulties  but  it  is  the  policy  to  discharge  as  much  as  possible  into  the 
sewers o This  method  of  disposal  is  likely  to  become  much  more  expensive 
when  the  Norwich  Corporation  charges  are  revised,,  Charges  for  cesspool 
emptying  from  private  properties  remained  at  the  same  low  levels  10/=  per 
loadj  and  the  question  of  free  emptying  was  again  adjourned  for  further

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  weekly  refuse  collection  continued  in  the  District  to  householders 
in  all  parishes  with  the  exception  of  the  very  isolated  properties  or  in  cases 
where  householders  have  specifically  requested  a less  frequent  collectiono 

7 Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  are  in  uses  6 full-time  and  one  as 
spare  for  cases  of  emergency,,  The  volume  of  household  refuse  continues  to 
increase  and  despite  the  fact  that  the  Council  has  endeavoured  to  keep  down 
the  cost  of  transport  by  operating  at  least  4 vehicles  with  a pay  load  of 
6 tons  or  more,  it  is  now  found  that  even  these  large  vehicles  cannot  work  the 
whole  day  without  a second  visit  to  the  tip  unless  the  ninnber  of  loaders 
is  reduced „ 

The  Paper  Sack  Pilot  Scheme  has  continued  to  operate  in  the  Costessey 
area  as  also  the  smaller  Plastic  Bin  Liner  Scheme  in  the  same  parish  and 
these  together  account  for  nearly  700  dwellings o It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  scheme  can  be  increased  as  soon  as  possible c Experience  tends  to  suggest 
that  the  plastic  bin  liner  system  would  be  the  most  economical  to  operate  and 
a great  improvement  to  the  normal  dustbin  systemo 

During  the  year  a complete  survey  of  the  Refuse  Collection  rounds 
was  carried  out,  mainly  to  ascertain  the  position  regarding  trade  refuse  and 
the  putting  into  operation  of  charges  for  collection  of  this  type  of  refuse „ 
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Special  collections  for  bulky  and  excess  refuse  continued  at  a nominal 
charge  of  lO/-  per  visit.  Where  necessary  abandoned  motor  vehicles  were 
removed  and  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  The  Cringleford  Tip  is  now  closed  and  in  the  process  of 
a final  surfacing  with  top  soil.  This  leaves  the  Council  with  only  two 
tipping  sites,  one  at  Hackford  and  the  other  adjacent  to  the  Council's  Central 
Depot  at  Ketteringham.  The  life  of  the  latter  pit  will  not  be  as  long  as  was 
anticipated  owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the  refuse  from  the  built-up  areas 
around  Norwich  has  to  be  conveyed  to  this  tip  and  unless  an  alternative  site 
is  found  soon,  1971  will  see  the  end  of  this  tip.  It  had  been  hoped  that 
more  progress  would  have  been  made  under  the  Norfolk  Group  Working  Party’s 
recommendations  so  as  to  join  with  Norwich  in  the  acquisition  of  tipping  areas 
and  a site  for  incineration  in  Costessey,  but  unfortunately,  although  the 
Working  Party’s  report  was  issued  during  the  year,  progress  is  very  slow. 

At  this  juncture  it  may  be  as  well  to  mention  that  the  Norfolk  Group  Working 
Party  on  Refuse  Disposal  has  recommended  that  incineration  should  be  the  ultimate 
aim  of  all  authorities  but  that  during  the  interim  period,  local  authorities 
should  group  themselves  into  reasonable  areas  and  combine  for  refuse  disposal  on 
the  lines  of  pulverisation  or  even  controlled  tipping  sited  in  such  a way  as 
to  fit  into  a final  Regional  Scheme  of  transfer  loading  stations  and  incineration. 

Last  year  I mentioned  the  serious  problem  of  litter  in  the  countryside 
and  suggested  that  the  present  legislation  and  propaganda  were  proving  in- 
effective. The  position  during  1969  has  not  improved  and  it  is  still  necessary 
for  the  Council’s  workmen  to  spend  a great  deal  of  time  clearing  roadside  verges 
and  laybys.  It  seems  that  vehicles  leaving  Norwich,  especially  on  a Saturday 
night,  set  out  to  lay  a ’paper  chase’  trail  along  every  main  road  out  of  the 
city;  one  can  only  wonder  what  effect  National  Conservation  Year  1970  will 
have  on  the  public  as  a whole. 

NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


This  small  but  important  section  of  the  cleansing  services  continued 
to  function  satisfactorily  and  although  sewerage  schemes  have  now  reduced  the 
number  of  properties  receiving  a night  soil  collection  service,  the  position 
has  not  quite  been  reached  when  it  can  operate  with  less  vehicles  and  men. 
However,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  complete  re-organisation  was  possible  for 
commencement  early  in  1970. 

Disposal  of  night  soil  is  by  discharge  into  sewers. 


HOUSING 


Work  under  this  heading  was  mainly  confined  to  slum  clearance  and 
housing  improvement  grant  aided  schemes. 

Under  slum  clearance  it  was  found  that  very  few  owners  were  willing 
to  make  offers  for  the  repair  of  unfit  dwellings  and  consequently,  most  of  the 
cases  dealt  with  during  the  year  resulted  in  demolition  or  closing  orders  being 
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made,  but  in  a number  of  cases,  after  vacation  by  the  tenants,  the 
properties  are  acquired  for  owner/occupation  by  persons  who  are  willing 
to  completely  recondition  and  improve o Whilst  in  some  quarters  this  may 
not  be  considered  normal  slum  clearance,  one  operation  does  often  provide  two 
families  with  good  housing  accommodation  - the  tenant  being  rehoused  by  the 
Council  and  the  vacated  sub-standard  dwelling  being  made  fit  for  another 
familyo  This  does  carry  out  the  Ministry's  point  of  saving  as  many  houses 
as  possible  by  improvement  grants  at  a less  cost  than  replacement  by  the 
erection  of  new  dwellings  <>  At  the  same  time  there  are  cases  where  it 
would  be  much  better  to  demolish  old  worn  out  properties  and  replace  with 
new,  but  Planning  Policy  discourages  this  on  the  grounds  of  isolated 
development,  which  seems  a negative  attitude  when  more  often  than  not  the 
site  remains  occupied  by  the  modernised  'old  dwelling' o 

The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  during  the  year  resulted  in  37 
Demolition  Orders  and  2 Closing  Orders  being  madeo 

One  owner  of  a cottage  the  subject  of  a Demolition  Order,  appealed 
against  the  Council’s  decision  not  to  allow  the  cottage  to  be  used  for 
agricultural  purposes  and  this  appeal  was  upheld  in  the  County  Court, 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  came  into  operation  on  the  25th,  August,  1969 
and  it  became  a statutory  duty  for  local  authorities  to  review  the  housing 
in  their  own  areas  and  decide  on  action  for  clearance  and  improvements. 

The  maximiim  amount  for  grants  moved  up  to  £1,000  for  'Discretionary'  grants 
(Conversions  up  to  £1,200  in  certain  cases),  and  £200  for  'Standard'  grants 
plus  additional  allowance  in  certain  cases  up  to  a maximum  of  £450, 


Included  in  other  amendments  to  the  original  improvement  grant 
legislation  was  authority  for  local  authorities  to  grant-aid  repairs  and 
replacements  and  this  part  of  the  new  legislation  has  already  caused  more 
argument  than  any  other  aspect  of  the  work.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  indications  that  the  financial  aspect  of  the  increased  grants 
was  causing  some  concern  to  local  authorities  but  it  still  remained  to 


be  seen  whether  the  larger  grants  will 
properties  improved.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 


There  was  very  little  change  during  the  year  in  the  overall  position 
in  the  district  and  although  from  time  to  time  it  was  necessary  to  deal  with 
unauthorised  stationing  of  caravans  by  itinerant  dealers,  etco,  in  cases  where 
court  action  was  necessary*  the  legislation  proved  once  again  the  reluctance 
on  the  part  of  the  Magistrates  Court  to  impose  heavy  penalties o 

The  Council's  residential  Caravan  Park  at  Tower  Hill*  Costessey* 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  there  were  still  28  families  in  residenceo 
It  was  decided  not  to  extend  this  site  as  it  was  felt  that  accommodation  for 
families  which  at  present  occupy  caravans  on  the  three  sites  in  the  same  parish  and 
which  are  to  be  the  subject  of  closing  down  action  by  the  Norfolk  County 
Council,  can  be  absorbed  on  the  existing  Tower  Hill  Caravan  Park,

This  subject  has  been  more  to  the  fore  than  in  past  years  and 
60  visits  were  necessary  to  deal  with  complaints,,  The  major  complaint 
concerned  Mill  Premises  in  a built-up  village  and  although  a number  of 
complaints  from  nearby  residents  were  received ^ investigations  and  checks 
with  a Sound  Level  Meter  did  not  reveal  a nuisance  which  could  be  dealt 
with  under  the  legislation„  However s,  the  owners  of  the  premises  concerned 
were  very  co-operative  and  went  to  great  expense  to  improve  their  premises 
so  as  to  lessen  any  possible  nuisance „ Further  cases  dealt  with  included 
noise  from  racing  carSj,  noise  and  vibration  from  washing  machine  establish- 
ments and  noise  from  joinery  workSo 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  (REGULATIONS)  1928  - 1936 

The  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  new  installations  and  the 
checking  of  old  installations  still  remained  with  the  department  but  I repeat 
my  comments  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  by  saying  that  surely  this  subject 
should  come  under  the  same  department  for  the  whole  of  the  country j,  namely, 
Fire  and  Police,  as  is  the  case  in  the  large  municipalitieso 

127  Licences  were  granted  during  the  year  of  which  35  were  to 
garages  for  sale  to  the  public o 

59  Inspections  were  made  and  it  would  appear  that  in  future  years 
more  time  must  be  allocated  to  this  section  of  the  work,  especially  in 
connection  with  checking  and  testing  installations  which  are  now  over  20  years 
old. 


It  was  necessary  in  one  case  to  take  statutory  action  against  the 
occupier  of  premises  where  petroleum  spirit  was  stored  and  who  refused  to  pay 
the  increased  licence  fee.  The  Magistrates  found  the  case  proved  and  a fine 
of  £25 o Oo  Od.  was  imposed. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  still  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
and  with  the  exception  of  small  items  found  necessary  during  normal  inspection 
of  the  premises  by  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  they  were  all  satisfactory. 

The  increased  amount  of  killing  at  one  of  the  premises  has  given 
rise  for  concern  as  to  its  future  in  relation  to  its  suitability  to  provide 
adequate  accommodation  and  facilities  for  the  hanging  of  carcases  and 
inspection.  The  same  premises  have  continued  to  be  the  subject  of  criticism 
of  nuisance  from  drainage  discharging  into  public  sewers  but  the  owners  did 
co-operate  with  the  Council  in  contributing  towards  the  cost  of  more  frequent 
clearance  of  screens,  catchpits,  etc. 

The  Council  emplojs  one  full-time  Meat  Inspector  and  he  is  assisted 
when  necessary  by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate.  The  total 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  again  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
of  some  8,000. 

Condemned  meat  is  disposed  of  through  authorised  disposal  plants  except 
for  a small  quantity  which  is  used  for  medicinal  and  veterinary  purposes.  The 
general  pattern  of  percentages  and  reasons  for  condemnation  was  almost  identical 
to  the  previous  year,  bearing  in  mind  the  increased  number  of  animals  slaughtered.

FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS) 

394  inspections  and  visits  to  food  shops  were  made  and  496  visits 
to  slaughterhouses,  poultry  establishments  and  other  establishments  where 
food  is  prepared  for  human  consumption,,  Once  again  a great  deal  of  work 
was  carried  out  in  giving  advice  to  caterers,  both  large  and  small,  at  the 
Royal  Norfolk  ShoWo  The  need  for  continued  vigilance  in  connection  with 
outside  catering  was  emphasised  by  the  fact  that  new  catering  contractors 
made  it  necessary  to  repeat  the  advice  given  previously  and  it  was  found 
that  in  spite  of  this  certain  aspects  of  the  catering  arrangements  were  not 
up  to  previous  years’  standards o The  Royal  Norfolk  Agricultural  Association 
was  extremely  co-operative  and  left  no  stone  unturned  in  their  efforts  to 
maintain  the  high  standards  which  had  existed o 

A small  number  of  complaints  regarding  quality  and  condition  of 
foodstuffs  bought  by  the  public  were  reported,  including  such  things  as  wood 
in  a fish  cake,  maggot  in  milk,  unpalatable  flavour  in  mincemeat,  lamb  chops 
of  poor  quality  and  full  investigations  were  always  made  but  in  no  case  was  it 
considered  necessary  to  take  legal  action. 

One  major  investigation  took  place  in  connection  with  an  ice  cream 
and  frozen  food  depot  in  the  district  and  resulted  in  several  thousand  pounds 
worth  of  ice  cream  and  foodstuffs  being  condemned  and  voluntarily  surrendered 
and  disposed  of  by  the  Council . Legal  action  was  considered  but  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Council’s  legal  advisers,  the  case  was  not  proceeded 
with. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 

The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operator  and  gives  a free  service  for 
the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  to  householders;  occupiers  of  business 
premises  are  charged  in  accordance  with  the  time  taken.  It  is  not  possible 
to  carry  out  large  scale  surveys  with  only  one  operator  available  and  it  is 
therefore,  difficult  to  assess  the  extent  of  infestation  generally.  Regular 
treatment  of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  is  carried  out  and  although  one  hears 
suggestions  of  large  scale  infestation  at  or  around  these  points,  investigations 
have  never  confirmed  this.  There  was  no  infestation  of  rats  in  sewers.

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GENERAL 


There  are  ‘^any  other  matters  included  in  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Departments*^  the  least  of  which  is  the  supervision  of  the  maintenance 
and  repair  of  all  Council  vehicles  at  the  Central  Depot o The  Council  are 
one  of  the  few  rural  authorities  in  the  Eastern  Region  who  have  embarked 
on  a complete  maintenance  and  repair  section  for  their  own  vehicles  and  I 
am  certain  that  this  has  led  to  more  thorough  repairs  and  a saving  in  time 
lost  while  vehicles  are  under  repair » Amongst  other  items  dealt  with  are 
The  Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act,  1963?  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964? 
Cemeteries,  Agricultural  (Safety,  Health  & Welfare)  Act,  1956,  Waste  Foods 
Order,  1957,  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951  and  certain  duties  dealing  with  Diseases 
of  Animals  Acts  and  supervision  under  the  Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations, 
1969  which,  although  tightening  the  law  relating  to  the  disposal  of  unfit 
meat  and  meat  from  knacker's  yards,  still  gives  certain  exemptions  which 
many  would  like  to  see  omitted o 


It  would  perhaps  be  correct  to  say  that  during  the  year  two 
important  changes  in  legislation  took  place,  first  the  Housing  Act,  1969 
which  revised  housing  generally  in  respect  of  grants,  area  amenities, 
compensation  etCo,  and  in  particular,  improvement  grants^  secondly,  the 
coming  into  operation  of  the  Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1969o  In 
other  respects  the  work  of  the  department  continued  normally  with  perhaps 
more  emphasis  again  on  housing  improvements,  meat  inspection  and  public 
cleansing  as  can  be  seen  from  the  details  given  in  the  Summary  of  Inspectionso 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  in  particular 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  interest 
taken  in  public  health  worko  I would  also  like  to  record  the  appreciation 
of  the  department  for  the  help  and  advice  so  readily  given  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dro  Ro  Do  Harlando

WATER  SUPPLY 


There  are  public  water  supply  mains  in  every  parish  in  the  district. 

26  Parishes  are  within  the  Statutory  Water  Supply  Area  of  the  Norwich  Corporationo 
The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  supply  in  the  remaining  16 » These  include 
Hingham,  Deopham,  Morley,  Wicklewood  and  Kimberley  which  were  transferred  to  the 
undertaking  of  the  South  Norfolk  Water  Board  in  April  by  virtue  of  the  South 
Norfolk  Water  Board  Order,  1968»  The  Council  administers  the  water  supply  in 
these  parishes  as  Agents  for  the  Board. 

With  the  exception  of  Kimberley,  where  the  Council  operates  a small 
headworks  which  serves  the  village,  all  parishes  are  supplied  with  water  purchased 
in  bulk  from  other  local  authorities. 

The  estimated  population  supplied  with  water  by  the  Council  is  Yd 600. 
Water  Mains  Extension 

During  the  year  an  extension  comprising  70  yards  of  3”  pipes  was  put  in 
to  serve  a new  Council  Housing  Site  at  Watton  Road,  Hingham. 


SEWERAGE 


Comprehensive  public  soil  sewerage  systems  are  maintained  in  Costessey, 
Cringleford,  Hethersett,  Hingham,  Poringland  (including  parts  of  Framingham 
Earl  and  Caistor  St.  Edmund),  Stoke  Holy  Cross,  Swainsthorpe , Saxlingham 
Nethergate,  Newton  Plotman,  Plordon  and  Trowse.  In  addition,  some  20  Council 
Housing  Sites  are  sewered  with  each  draining  to  its  own  small  sewage  disposal 
plant. 
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The  Council  operates  public  sewage  disposal  works  at  Costessey, 

Hingham,  Poringland,  Surlingham  and  Stoke  Holy  Cross,,  The  flow  from  the 

parishes  of  Trowse,  Cringlefordp  Hethersett  and  Colney  is  piped  to  the 

sewers  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  under  the  terms  of  a joint  sewerage  agreement. 

The  estimated  aggregate  population  served  by  sewers  is  17s,800. 


Stoke  Holy  Cross  and  Swainsthorpe  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Work  on  this  Scheme  comprising  sewers  to  serve  350  properties,  the 
construction  of  four  pumping  stations  and  a disposal  works  was  completed  and 
the  works  were  put  into  service  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 


Mulbarton.  Swardeston  and  Braconash  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Work  on  this  Scheme  continued  throughout  the  year. 


Council  Housing  Site  Sewerage,  Surlingham 

In  March,  the  scheme  to  provide  sewerage  facilities  to  the  14  pre- 
war houses  at  Walnut  Hill  and  South  View,  Surlingham  was  completed.  The  work 
comprised  the  laying  of  6”  sewers,  the  construction  of  a small  pumping  station 
and  rising  main  to  lift  the  flow  to  the  head  of  the  existing  sewer,  and  the 
enlargement  of  the  existing  sewage  disposal  plant. 


NEW  BUILDING 


New  building  work  in  the  district  has  continued  at  a level  similar  to 
that  of  recent  years.  The  number  of  plans  deposited  for  Town  Planning  and 
Building  Hegulation  purposes  over  the  past  4 years  are  as  follows
